luul Ladie.1 and Gentlemen; 
I should not do justice to tuo warm 


feelings of my heart, it I should fail to 
say at the outset that I consider it a dis- 
tinguished honor in being called upon to 
address ,a body of mon whose grand 
achievements havo done so much to cre- 
ate tho prosperity and advance the glory 
of the nsiug and viperous young com 
monwealth of Wisconsin. 
Aud yet I 


deeply feel how poor and unworthy are 
tho wreaths 1 bring to adorn tho brows 
ot thoeo early and worthy laborers iu 
civil life, who laid deep and broad the 
foundations upon which the whole super- 
structure of our political and fair propor- 
tioned social fabric, IB resting today. And 
yet there is no taint ot self-praise in tho 
humblo offering, I now bring, beoauso 
1 had no lot or part in tho labors of this 
noble body of mon, which have proved 
BO great a blessing to the people of this 
state. I cannot oven, say in tho language 
ot Paul, "I am least among the Apostles" 
for I -was not one of those early apostles 
at all. Bat perhaps I may be permitted 
to say that being "born oxit ot duo time," 
I oamo as soon, as I could get here, and 
have ever smco remained. 


We are not assembled to-day to com- 


memorate the deeds ot men who have 
won renown on bloody fields of strife, or 
to recount any very striking event in the 
nistory of our state or country. • 


But B few ot the old pioneers, left like 


the long, standing corn, untouched by 
the Great Koaper, have come together 
once more to grasp each other by the 
hand, to tulk over tho occurencos whon 
"time with tuem was young, and hto a 
thing divine," and to speak for a few 
momenta ot those quiet and unpreten- 
tious labors iu civil lite, which, though 
less brilliant and striking than 
tho 


achievements of military heroes, may 
nevertheless bo frought with aa great 
benefits and lasting blessings to mankind. 
In tho history ot the world, many page.a 
are devoted to commemorate the exploits 
ot men v?ho have beseiged cities, sub- 
dued provinces or overthrown empires 
Iu the eye ot reason and of truth, a col- 
ony of worthy pioneers is » better offer- 
ing to mankind than a great victory. 


What blessinps have all the wars ot 


Alexander, Ciosar, ifopoleou or other 
great military chieftains brought to hu- 
manity worthy to bo compared to these 
springing from tho' civil and religious in- 
stitutions founded by the Pilgrim Fath- 
ers? 


Thoy wore regarded in their day by tho 


so-called great ones ot tho earth, a small 
,nd insignificant 
band ot 
fanatics. 


Through scenes of gloom and misery, 
these pioneer pilgrims showed the way to 
an asylum for those wlio would go to the 
wilderness for tho purity ot religion, or 
tho liberty ot conscience. 
_ Prior to their leaving their native 
country, they held a solemn fast, and 
baid lot us seek ol (iod a right way forue, 
and for onr little ones and our substance." 


It is hardly p.obabla that they antici- 


pated tho high destiny and tho sunhme 
doctuues ot liberty and social reforms 
that were destined t3 grow put cf the 
principles on which their religious tenet's 
wore established. And yet Bradford, one 
ot thoir number said, as though endowed 
with tho spirit of true prophecy, "out ot 
small beginnings great things have been 
produced." And as one small candle may 
light a thousands so the light hero kindled 
may yet shine to many, yea, in somo sort, 
to our whole nation. 
And Sir Thomas 


Kobmson, an early secretary of tho Colo- 
men, said to them in the eeafon of their 
greatest sufferings, "let it not be grevious 
to you, that you-have been the instru- 
ments to break the ice for others, tho 
honor shall bo yours till tho world's end." 
How would their hearts glowed with zeal, 
aud their minds expanded with patriotic 
ardor, could they have been permitted to 
look into the future to the year A. D. 
1884, and to see the constantly expand- 
ing greataesg of this groat nation, whose 
foundations they wore then laying with 
true devotion, amidst many sorrows, and 
yet with great humility. 
Whan the prophet Elijah was com; 


nmnded "to go forth and stand upon the 
mount and behold Lord pass by," and he 
did as ho was commanded, he found him 
uot in the wind, nor in tho firo, nor .yet 
in tho earthquake, but only iu "tbe still 
small voice." 
And it any one in the year 1G20 had 


been, looking tor a manifestation of true 
jraatuesB, he would have looked in vain 
upon the kings, tho lords, and tho com- 
mons of that day to find it, but lie would 
havo found it by turning his eyes upon 
that little band ot devoted pilgrims about 
to sail from Deft Haven for the wilds ot 
America, 
And though their greatness 


was not then acknowledged, a grateful 
posterity has marked the rock which first 
received thoir foot-steps. 
The conse- 


quences of that day are constantly un- 
lolding themselves as time advances. _ It 
was the origin of New England institu- 
tions, The democratic institutionB which 
we so highly prize to-day, and which 
may yet bo destined to shed their benign 
influence upon all tho cations of the 
earth. What the pilgrim fathers achieved 
!or Mew England, and tor this nation, the 
early pioneers have accomplished for 
Wisconsin. Let us for a momont take a 
ook at the past and compare ]t with the 
i eseut, iu order that we may noto the 
;apid advancement ot our state, in all ut 
those elements which make a people truly 
Teat and proKporous, contented and 


Tho country, comprising the state Wis- 


consin, waa 'under tho government ot 
France from 1661, the year that Joliet 
aud Marquette sailed in their oauoes up 
tho Pox river and down the Wisconsin, 
to tho year 1750, a period ot ninety-eight 
years. Of Great Britian from 1709 to 
1791, thirty-five yeare; of Virginia imd 
Ohio, from 1794 to 18C3, six years; of In- 
diana, from ISC'J to 1309, nine years; of 
Illinois, trora 
1809 to ISIS, 
nine 


years; of Michigan, from ISIS to 1S30, 
eighteen years, making a total of one 
hundred and sisty-six years.

And tho accumulation of wealth, re- 


finement and tho rich profusion of bles- 
sings clustering around comfortable 
homes, have kept oven pace with this 
rapid increase ot population. I have read 
that Franco doubles its population once 
in .about ono hundred and sixty-seven 
years. An i it is worthy ot a passing re- 
mark, that from 1061 to 179-1, a period of 
ono hundred and thirty-three years, while 
the territory of Wisconsin was under the 
governments of Franco and Great Brit- 
ain, though its skies were clear, and the 
breeze which swept through its grand 
oak openings, and over ite extensive 
prairies, loaded with the fragrance of the 
beautiful flowers decking its br-aom, 
there was no increase in wealth or popu- 
lation. It remained all of this long time 
as though fresh from the hand of God, 
inviting mon to come and make happy 
homes upon its fertile soil, giving prom- 
ise ot a sure reward to every day of hon- 
est toil spent upon its surface. 


But from 1S30 to 1SSO just a holt uon- 


tury, tho population increases from 3.- 
2-iu to 1,315,-lSO, or a littlo more than four 
hundred and five fold. 


On the 13th day of March, 184S, tho

commerce of the country. Olwervo the 
telephones and telegraphs stretching in 
every direction throughout our borders, 
not unliko tho nervous system in tho 
human body, carrying thought and intel- 
ligence to remote distances in an instant 
of time. 


Suo the various and extensive manu- 


facturing establishments busy with the 
sound oJ hammers, the buzz of saws, tho 
whirr of spindles, tho noise of wheels 
and the clatter ot looms. 


Behold, tho comfortable homes ia the 


country, surrounded by iields of jwaving 
grain, and the more elegant mansions in 
tho cities, the abodes oC luxury and re- 
finement. Consider tho schools, acade- 
mies, colleges and universities, furnish- 
ing the moans of a classical education 
not to tho favored few alone, but to the 
humblest son of toil in the land; and 
lastly and more important than any of 
these, the churches with their towers and 
spires pointing heavenward, whose bella 
call devout 
wornhippers for weekly 


prayer and praise to the over living God. 


When wo think of these grand results 


which have boon achieved in about a half 
century, the changes Bflom almost as won 
dert'ul as those wrought by tho famous 
lamp o° Aladdin. 


In IS7G I was told by the lato Senator 


Satterlee Clark, that about forty-fivn 
years prior to that time he visited .an In- 
dian village on the shores of Lake Kosh- 
konoug, of about 2,500 inhabitants, many 
of whom, ho Bind, had uoverseon a white 
person; and he added that an old squaw 
tried to rub the white off from his face. 
And at jut tluit time, when n strong tide 
oE immigration commenced sotting west- 
ward, many or tho old pioneers came to 
Wisconsin. And i; was about tho same 
tiros that \Vhittior, one of our sweetest 
singers, aaid,

In all tho great changes which have 


taken place in our state, since that early 
day, 
tho pioneers of Wisconsin have 


borne a most honorable, as well as the 
chief part. 


Undoubtedly, tho excellence of the 


climate, tho natural fertility o£ tbe Soil, 
tho rich mines of lead, tho almost inex- 
haustablo beds of. iron ore, the eiten&ive 
forests of cedar and pine, and tho tavor- 
ablu situation of tho state for commercial 
pursuits, have tended greatly to tho rap- 
id Jovolopmont of tho state. But all 
those things cad remained untouched, 
and undeveloped until the advent of the 
old pioneers. And to them, tho people 
of this state ore indebted for the wise 
and beneficent legislation under which 
tho state has reached its present very 
prosperous condition. 


If I should name two things which in 


coy judgment more than any others have 
contributed to produce this result, it 
would be these two provisions engrafted 
iuto the fundamental law of this state. 
Viz.: "ix'o person shall, be imprisoned 
for debt, arising out of, or founded upon 
a contract express or implied." 


2nd. "The privilege of tho debtor to 


enjoy tho comforts oJ life, shall be recog- 
nized by wholesome laws, exempting 
from seizure or sale for the payment of 
any debt hereafter contracted." 


It took tho people o£ the eastern states 


many years to learn, that poverty was not 
a crime; but tho pioneers of Wisconsin 
settled that question as early as 1842. I 
remombor very distinctly when a young 
lad, of seeing poor men taken from their 
dwelling places, not their livma, for they 
had none,—away from wife and little 
ones, to the common jail, because they 
wore unable to pay their debts. 


Job, who way one of the first judges of 


whom history gives any account, after 
being severely btnckon in tho loss of 
wealth, health and 
friends, had one 


sourcjof comfort left. It was his kindness 
to tho poor cud needy in the days of his 
prosperity. Ho says," When tho ear heard 
me, then it blessed mo; and when the eye 
saw me, it gave wituess to mo; because 1 
delivered the poor that cried, and tho 
fatherless, and him that had none to help 
him. 
"The blessing of him that was ready to 
perish came upon me; aud I caused tho 
widow's heart to siug with joy. I put on 
righteousness, and it clothed me. 


"Aly judgment was a robe aud dia- 


dem. 


"I was oyes to tho blind, aud feet was 


I to the laino. 
I was a fiithcr to tho poor, and the 


cause which I know not, I searched out. 


'1 brake tho jaws of the wicked and 


plucked the spoil out of his teeth.1' 


The pioneers of Wisconsin have fol- 


lowed in the shiuiug path o£ this "per- 
fect aud uprigut man who feared God 
aud cache wed ovil/'uiid who clwelt in the 
land of Uz 1020 years before tbe Chris- 
tian era. And like him they have re- 
ceived tho blessings of mauy who were 
ready to ponyh, and they will continue 
to receive the blessings of such poor 
ones, as well as that ot their posterity to 
the remotest time. These wise constitu- 
tional provisions, and the wholesome 
and salutary laws pi'saed in pursuance of 
them, which have always been adminis- 
tered by the courts ot this state in the 
same humane spirit in which they wpro 
conceived, have proved n great blessing 
not only to the poor, but to the rich an 
well, Less debts are contracted now 
than formerly, by the people for their 
daily supplies, aud those which are made, 
are more readily paid now, than then. 
These laws have greatly increased tho 
independent freeholders of tho state; 
and tho more independent freeholders 
there are iu any state tho greater secu- 
rity is given to life and property, and the 
greater stability is given to the govern- 
ment which protects them. 


If to-day tho laud in England and Ire- 


land was owned iu small farms by those 
who till it, the dynamiters would not be 
BO anxious to change the order of things, 
or so fatally bent on misehief. 
Beu Johnson has said: "To men pressed 
down by their wants, all change is over 
welcome." 


And Charles Dickens in "Household 


WorJb," speaking ot the condition of 
things in London, says: "I abide by the 
assertion, that men aud women die 
nightly in our golden streets, because 
they have not bread to put into thoir 
miserable mouth, no roofs to shelter their 
miserable Leads. It is no less a God 
known, than man-neglected fact, that 
any state of society m which such things 
can bo, theiemust bo something escen- 
tially wrong and rotten." 


Aud Dr. Johnson, in the Kambler, in 


replying to tho arguments of those who 
considered poverty as the condition in 
which the finer and more excellent vir- 
tues of tho heart grow and flourish, says 
"that they have been, so unsuccesssful, 
that ho knows not whether it could be 
shown by all tho wit and reason which 
that favorite cause had -called forth, that 
a single convert was ever made; that he 
doubted whether one man could bo 
found, who refused to be rich, whon to 
be so was in his power, from tho oonvic- 


and unonvied state.'1 


Perhaps the medium state ia preferable, j 


to either riches on the one hand or pov- j 
orty on the other. This was Agur's be- ; 
lief when he said, "Give me neither pot:- 
crty nor richest; feed me with food con- : 
vonient for me, lest I be lull and deny : 
T/icc, and say who is tho Lord? or lest i : 
be poor and steal and take tho namo o f ; 
my God in vain."

cousin manifested in tbe constitutional | 
provisions which they adopted, and the i 
benifioent and salutary laws which they i 
passed, has enabled the great body of ; 
the people of the state to supply them- i 
selves with excellent homes, and to iill 
them with all tho substantial comforts of i 
life.

1 know scores of men, who, thirty-six i 


years ago, when I first came to Wiscon- i 
sin, had nothing but willing hands, 
strong limbs and bravo hearts, who to- 
day own gocd farms in Rock county, and 
who have not only surrounded them- 
selves with tho necessaries, but many ot 
the luxuries, of life; while their kindred 
and friends in "the old country" under a 
different system ot laws for the acquisi- 
tion, enjoyment and transmission of real 
property, equally willing to labor, and 
toiling equally hard, have been unable to 
bettor their conditions. I do not pretent 
to assort, that the old pioneers evolved 
all fcho principles of our state govern- 
ment from their own inner consciousness. 
But-judging of thoir wisdom, from the 
result of their policy, and action, it cer- 
tainly is proper to say, that thoy posses- 
sed wisdom, goodness and power. Wis- 
dom to discern tho real interest of tho

JBlnckstone 
tells 


'us that these things are tlio natural 
foundations of sovereignty, and that 
these are the requisites that ought to be 
found in every well constituted frame of 
government.. And the pioneers of Wis- 
consin have engrafted these principles 
and qualities into the constitution and 
laws of this state. And it can bo truth- 
fully said, that it is owing to the wisdom 
goodness aud power of tho pioneers of 
Wisconsin, that she stands to-dfy ra- 
diont in shining garments, bright and 
beautiful among the sisterhood of states 
of this now really grand and glorious 
union. The public2omam iu this elate 
was not purchased in large quantities by 
tho rich lords of foreign countries, bat 
was secured for that always groat loss- 
God's honest poor. 


The progress the state has made in 


tiiirty-six years is almost .incomprehensi- 
ble, it ie not -unlike- some beautiful 
dream, except that tho grand vision does 
not pass away with tho coming of morn 
ing light. 


The change reminds mo of tho legend 


Of th» "Seven Sleepers,1' related in Gib- 
bon's Decline and Fall of the Korean 
Empire. It is said that when tho em- 
peror Decins persecuted the Christians, 
seven nobl.6 youths of Ephesus, conceal- 
ed themselves in a spacious cavern in 
the side of a mountain, where they were 
doomed to perish by tho tyrant, who gave 
orders that the entrance should bo firmly 
secured with a pile of large stones. They 
immediately foil into a doop slumber, 
which was miraculously prolonged, with- 
out injuring tho powers of li'e, during a 
period of one nundret! and eighty-seven 
years. At tho end of that time the slaves 
of Adeline to whom tho inheritance of 
the mountain descended, removed tho 
atones to supply materials for some rustic 
edifice. The light of the sun darted into 
the cavern, and the Seven Sleepers were 
permitted to awake; after a slumber, as 
the thought, for only a tow hours, they 
were pressed with the calls of hunger, 
and resolved thatOamblious, one of their 
number, should secretly -retura to the 
city to purchase broad for tho use ot his 
companions. 


The youth(if he we may still employ 


that appellation) could no longer recog- 
nize the once familiar aspect of his native 
country, and his surprise WES increased 
by tho appearance of a largo cross, tri 
umphantly erected over tho principal 
gate of Ephesua. 


B.is singular dress and obsolete Ian 


guago, confounded the baker, to whom 
ho offered an anciontmedal of Decius as 
current coin of tbe empire. 
And Jam- 


blious, on tho suspicion ot having a se- 
cret treasure, was dragged before the 
judge. Their mutual inquiries produced 
the amazing discovery that two centuries 
were almost elapsed since JamblicuR and 
his friends had escaped the rage of the 
pagan tyraut. 


The bishops of Ephesus, tho clergy, 


the magistrates, the people, and as it is 
said, the emperor himsolf.hastened to vis- 
it the.cavern .of tho Seven Sleepers, who 
related their story and bestowed their 
benediction upon^all. 


We have h'ad.;no sleepora in this state 


to awake from -thirty-six years of slum- 
ber (much less that of two centuries) to 
witness the great.chango wrought in tho 
aspect of things hero during that period. 
And certainly tho old pioneers have all 
been awako, watchful and active; and the 
improvement* mainly due to their efforts, 
and the altered scenes which thirty-tix 
years have brought about, are so won- 
derful, that it would saem to require tho 
efforts of two centuries to produce them. 
I do not intend, and time would not al- 
low, of my speaking of the individual 
characteristics of those early settlers, 
whom it has been my good fortune to 
know. 


But there is one among there, who 


came to Janosville, in 1837, whose ac- 
quaintance I made when I first came to 
that city, a young man ot twenty-seven, 
whose learning,ability and purity of both 
his public acd private life, caused him to 
shine like a pure white shaft of pohshod 
marble. I allude to the late Hon. Ed- 
ward V. Whiton, bns of the early chief 
justices ot this state. He was one ot the 
finest specimens ot a jnJgo I have ever 
met. 


And like the ermine, the emblem of 


the high office ho so ably and acceptably 
filled, his character was pure and spot- 
less. 
"lie AVaa ii juOjjc eo learned, 
"Ho full of equity, flo noble. HO notable, 
"In the proccHB ot hie Jifesn ianoaent, 
"In Uie ammmt1 o! bin oflice so incorrupt. 
"In tue pftatfji^es oE fltiuc bO vnwci; in 
"Affection oil bin country no reliaiuiiri, 
"In nil his ucrviccs to the wi-ue, wo 
''Fortunate nud exploring, us envy 
"itself, cannot license or make vkmto." 


I have selected him as a samp'o of th° 


pioneers of Wisconsin, because my pro~ 
fessional life brought me ao often in con- 
tact with him, that I knew him thorough- 
ly and well. He, with many others i f 
the early settlers of Wisconsin, has gono 
from among us; and tho swiftly rolling 
years ate thinning the ranks of tho few 
pioneers who remain. A very few more 
years will witness their last meeting on 
earth. And the faith of him who now 
addresses them, as well as his affection 
and admiration for their, sturdy vir- 
tues and manly characteristics induce 
him to believe, that when they are culled 
hence to tho "pious mansions of the 
blessed," in which tho wisest men in' all 
ages have believed, and which is equally 
tho voice of nature speaking :n the hu- 
man boart, their pious and worthy labors 
here, will secure for them a state of eter- 
nal felicity. And they will hear the wel- 
como plaudet, "Well done, good and 
faithful servants-thou hast been faithful 
over a few things; I will.make theq ruler 
over many things. Enter into the joy of 
thy Lord."
